HISTORICAL SOCIETY MEETING 

continued from Page One 
March 10, 1851, Early in June the 
Hine reached West Bethel and by 
the end of the month had reached 
Gilead, Regular service reached 
Gorham, N. H., om July .15, 1951, 
‘By 1853 after overcoming a num- 
ber of difficulties (some of them 
financial, others engineering) 
Portland. and Montreal were con- 
nected for the first time by rail. 
It is not possible to overempha- 
size the importance of railroad 
service to Bethel since it brought 
the beginning of.touristh, made it 
possible to ship numerous com- 
modities out of Bethel ranging 
from svood to potatoes and allow- 
ed easy travel to and from Bethel, 

Davis highlighted 1a number of 
-interesting aspects of nailroad

rollments in those ‘courses. Two 
proposals, have been advanced to 
increase enrollment; Requiring ac- 
ademically talented student to. en- 
roll in academically difficult cour- 
ses: with some form of weighted 
differential grade, recognizing the 
greater effort required in those 
courses, The other proposal for 
improving the high school curric- 
ulum, a reorganization and se- 
quencing of the cone curriculum, 
will enable students to meet. their 
non-elective graduation require- 
ments by the end of their junior 
year. This. should encourage stu- 
dents to pamticipate in vocational 
education programs to a aiid 
exterit. 

Finally, the high sichool is pe- 
ginning to develop -goals and ob- 
jectives to reflect the minimum 
basic expectations of all students 
prior to graduation.

each with it own administrator, 
central office, physical plant, 
teaching and support staff, bus 
fleet, etc, Local voters were not 
asked if they ‘wished to support an 
additional school system but the 
cost is included each year in prop- 
erty tax bills, 

The Directors of SJA/D. 44 have 
for three consecutive years voted 
to pursue an investigation of the 
possibility of withdrawing from 
N.O.V.A. and establishing am al- 
ternative program within its own 
high school to provide more ap- 
propriate vocational preparation 
for more students at a lower cost 
per pupil, Recent legislation has 
established -a method by which 
districts may withdraw.
